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THE REVIVAL. 


CHRISTIANITY TESTED BY RAIN 
AND MUD. 


A Small Afternoon Assemblage But 
a Good Crowd in the Evening— 
The Preachers’ Corner a it- 
tle Lonesome--Christians Not 
Ashamed. 


The Moody meetings, at Hazard's 
Pavilion, were not so successful yes- 
terday as during the earlier part of 
the week, on account of the storm. 
The afternoon meeting, at 3 o’clock, 
was not a success, so far as numbers 
go, for the hall was not half filled, 
but Mr. Moody talked just as he would 
ifthe house had been packed, and 
those who were in attendance seemed 
to thoroughly enjoy the service. Last 
night the lower floor was comfortably 
filled, and the first gallery was about 
half full. The choir turned out in 
good force, notwithstanding the 
rain, but the ministers’ end of 
the platform was not crowded 
as it has been every night during the 
week. It was manifest that a number 
of the reverend gentlemen did not 
care to venture out in the rain. The 
singing was unusually good last night. 
The choir is improving all the time 
and they seemed to be anxious to 
outdo themselves. Miss Boole and 
Mr. Stebbins sang well as usual. 

‘“T want to call your attention to 
three verses in the 10th chapter of 
Romans. If you will take the three 
steps mentioned in these verses, no 
man need go out of this hall tonight 
without being a Christian. There are 
so many men that are ashamed to be- 
come Christians. They are ashamed 
of Christ. This is the reason that 


there are so many backsliders. I don't Io 


believe there is a single man livin 

who has confessed Christ and has no 

been blessed. Go home and confess 
Christ and take up the cross and you 
will be blessed. You ought not to be 
ashamed of Christ when he takes you 
up, forgives your sins and raises you. 
Do you think that a recruit would 
make a good soldier if he were 
ashamed to put on the uniform? M 

friends, if you want to become sol- 
diers you must put on the uniform of 
Christ or you cannot be saved. If a 
man denies Christ before man he will 
be denied before God. There are 
thousands of ee. who are not 
Christians simply ause they are 
afraid to be laughed at. I pity a man 
who can be laughed out of a principle. 
He is a poor creature.”’ 

The speaker told several stories 
about young men who wanted to read 
their Bibles in the presence of their 
roommates, but were ashamed to. He 
strongly advised the heads of families 
to go home and have family 2 
every night. Every man should hold 
family prayers, for no man can be a 
Christian if he is ashamed to read his 
Bible and pray in his family’s pres- 
ence. You never saw a man in your 
life who had peace when he was away 
from God. 


The speaker then told a lengthy 
story about how a whole family be- 
came converted after they had started 
in to make fun of the revivals that 
were being held in their city. 

W I convert in one of the east- 
ern cities where I was holding meet- 
hat he 
mounted a dry goods box one day and 
began to tell about his conversion. An 
infidel came along and told him he 
ought to be ashamed of himself.’ ‘I 
am,’ replied the young man, ‘but I am 
not ashamed of Christ.’ He had the 
true idea, and made a useful man. If 
there were more such men in this 
world the churches would be filled, 
whergas they are empty now. There 
are a great many men who say they 
can’t pray, but any one can pray as 
the thief on the cross by the side of 
Jesus, who simply said, ‘Lord, remem- 
ber me.’ That was enough. That 
evening he was in heaven, a pure be- 
ing, while in the morning he had been 
a vile sinner and a thief, and yet those 
few words saved him. He simply con- 
fessed Christ and was made pure.“ 

He then told the story of how Joseph 
secured the body of Jesus after his 
death, when the whole world was 
laughing at him. My friends, the 
whole world sent up a laugh of ridi- 
cule, but when Joseph came to die he 
did not regret having confessed Jesus. 
There was a chariot ready for Joseph 
when the breath passed out of Jesus’s 
body. I can see that chariot going up 
up, and when it reached the throne 1 
can see Jesus stand up and say to his 
father: This is the man who took my 
mangled body from the cross and gave 
it a decent burial, and I want you to 
take him to your arms.’ God did not 
refuse, and then Joseph was not so 
that he had confessed Jesus. Now 


there are hundreds here who may con- 


fess Jesus with the same success. 
Mr. Moody then closed with prayer, 
and the meeting devoted itself to a 
raise service, and those who wanted 
become Christians were given a 
chance.

UNDER THE WHEELS. 


A Baker Run Down and Killed at 
Park Station. 

Yesterday afternoon between 1 and 
2 o’clock, a frightful accident occurred 
at Park Station, on the Santa Monica 
road, about three miles from the city, 
which resulted in the instant death of 
a German named John Knauff, aged 
about 25 years.

He did so, but was not quick 
enough to get out of the way, the en- 
gine striking the wagon, which was 
smashed to kindling wood, throwing 
Knauff beneath the wheels of the mov- 
ing train, killing him instantly and 
mangling the body in a frightful man- 
ner. The skull was crushed, as were 
the bones of the chest, and the wheels 
passed over the stomach, almost cut- 
body in two. 

roner Meredith was notified short- 
ly after the accident happened, and 
went after the body,which was brought 
to Orr & Sutch’s place on Spring street, 
where the inquest will be held today. 

Knauff was unmarried, and lived 
with his brother. He was a sober, in- 
dustrious man, and was quite popular 
among his associates. This is the sec- 
ond or third accident of the kind that 
has happened at or near this place.
